Improvements Funded at Calabasas

Any student who has entered 
Calabasas High School on some 
misty, frigid morning has known well 
the treacherous trek of trouble- 
some trails through the dirty 
walkway at the entrance to the 
school.

Benefits of Ice Applications 
For Back Pain, Injury

after applying heat, John was 
moaning and groaning in even more 
pain! ; 

In this case, as in many others, 
putting heat on an acute or recent 
injury is not the protocol. There are 
some simple guidelines to follow in 
assessing when to use cold versus 
hot. 

Use ice within 72 hours of a 
traumatic insult to your back or 
limbs. Examples of when to use ice 
would include after a slip and fall, 
strenuous movement and over- 
exertion, a car accident or a work- 
related injury. 

Application of ice is usually in the 
form of a properly prepared 
compress. If ice cubes are used, 
they should not be directly touching 
the skin on the body part. Instead, 
use a small towel, wet with water, 


squeeze out the excess, and wrap’ 


the ice. Have at least two layers of 


towels between the skin and the ice.

doctor before applying ice. Ice has a 
numbing sensation. If it begins to 
sting or have a burning feeling, 
remove it immediately. ; 

John did not know the benefits 
and relief that ice would have had in 
his case of back pain. What he 
probably knew even less about was 
how it works to relieve pain and 
prevent further damage after an 
injury or overexertion. Ice is a 
natural vasoconstrictor—it has an 
analgesic effect, and slows the in-. 
flamatory response to injury. How- 
ever, although ice application may 
have more beneficial factors than 


the use. of heat in trauma to the 


body, it is only temporary. There- 
fore, it is wise and in the long terma 
greater benefit to consult a doctor 
for further professional attention. 0
